ANNUAL EXPENSES NEAR $250,000 


Robb Roy Ricketts, the dealer in works 
of art whose recent plunge into bankruptcy 
entitles him to a high place in the cubist 
school of finance, yesterday confided to Tun 
TRIBUNE the story of his life which goes a 
long way toward accounting for the fact that 
his company’s affairs are now awaiting ad- 
justment by the federal court. 

Ricketts, by his own confession, is not a 
good business man. He has charitable im- 
pulses that he sees do not fit with success in 
the marts of trade. He says his apprecia- 
tion of the value of money is not extensive. 
He was a good organizer but he never pos- 
sessed a shrewd eye for watching profit and 


loans. 


“*I was an art dealer,“ he said, not be- 
cause I loved money, but because I loved pic- 
tures. If my business expanded it was not 
because I wanted more profits but because I 
wanted more and more pictures.“ 


Here's How He Spent Money. 
Here is how he spent some of his money: 

In the course of his life in Chicaga he 
has maintained as many as seventy-five 
men at the Washingtonian home liquor 
cure. 

He has persistently refused to turn away 
employés whom he did not need because 
he felt that if he dismissed n eed 
would suffer went.

At the request of a. dying acquaintance 
he set forth on a quixotic crusade to 
rescue a grand opera singer and her 
mother from want in a small Indiana 
town.

Qld Published Story Recalled. 

The particular occasion for Mr. Ricketts 
unburdening himself waa furnished by the 
submission to him of two articles taken from 
the columns of the Morning Herald of Hunt- 
ington, Ind. These articles were published 
on Aug. 23 and Aug. 28 0f1910. They set forth 
in detail an adventure in which Mr. Ricketts 
is alleged to have taken part and described 
how he died and came to life again, how he 
became guardian for life of an operatic song- 
stress, and how, in defense of that young 
person, he engaged in an affray with a Hunt- 
ington lawyer. 


Young Singer’s Voice Fails, 

The young woman is Miss M. Delight 
Barsch. Miss Barsch is now living with her 
mother at 916 Airdrie place. The closest 
friendship exists between the young woman 
and her mother and Mr. and Mrs. Ricketts. 
For five or Ax years prior to Ricketts’ fail- 
ure she had been employed as bookkeeper and 
saleswoman at his branch place of business 
in Milwaukee. For ten years he has helped 
her. 

The girl at one time is said to have had a 
voice of great promise. She sang in concerts 
and in opera with Mme. Schumann-Heink. 
Her voice, however, failed, and when this 
happened she sought and obtained employ- 
ment fn Ricketts’ art store. 

To preserve ita continuity Mr. Ricketts will 
be permitted to start his story at its begin- 
ning. 

Tells His Life Story. 

I was born,“ he said, just outside Lex- 
ington, Ky., about thirty-seven years ago, 
I came to Chicago when @ boy to seek my 
fortune. I spent my first two weeks in this 
city walking up and down Wabash avenue 
looking for work. I was not successful and 
went to the west side, where I got a job in 
a grocery, I worked there for my lodgings. 

“In my leisure hours I came downtown 
to look fér a job. I finally landed one with 
A. H. Revell & Co. Mr. Revell asked me 
what department I would prefer to work in. 
I told him I would like to sell pictures. That 
ig how I came to get into the picture busi- 
ness. 


“ After I had been with Mr. Revell a few 
years I opened a picture store of my own. 
I never was much of a business man, but 
my business seemed to grow spontaneousty. 
Seon I was selling $25,000 worth of pictures 
a year. When my firm failed our annual 
business was about $800,000 a year. How- 
ever, I never cared anything for the money. 
I sold pictures because I loved the work. I 
was interested in the growth of my business 
because it enabled me to see more and more 
pictures.”

Details of the proposed deal still 
were lacking, but opposition to its heing 


approved was overcome on every vote. 


For the first time B. E. Sunny, president 
of the Chicago Telephone company, the loca] 
offspring of the Bell system, estimated the 
amount that would be charged to the capi- 
talization of his company by the merger. 
He placed amount at $4,000,000, The 
option of the Bell company on the automatic 

equipment calls for the payment of $6,800,000 
On this basis $2,800,000 would be borne by 
the parent corporation. 


Merriam Fights Deal. 

Those who opposed the deal on these terms 
were Ald. Charles N. Merriam, Eugene Block. 
James A. Kearns, A. W. Beilfues, G. H. 
Bradshaw. and Lewis D. Sitts. 

Those aldermen who recorded themselves 
in favor of going ahead with the negotia- 
tions were Joseph Ryan, Frank J, Vavricek,

Fold of Disease, Leaped Into 
Lake to Live Long in 


Mystery. 
MADE $200,000 IN A YRAR, 


Wife, Suspecting Fate, Gets Di- 
vorce Before Remarrying; . 
Death Reveals All, 


details of the mysterious life of Horace 
Greeley Clarke, nephew of the Iowa war 
, Kirkwood, were revealed yester- 

cay by information gleaned from four states 

Coming to a flourishing business career in 
Chicago, Clarke in 1002 met and married 
Mises Margaret Knobloch, a South Bend, 
Ind., debutante. Soon thereafter he learned 
from a physician that he was a victim of 
gancer, which inevitably would disfigure him 
end cause early death. He took to drugs, 
and finally planned to vanish from the so- 
ciety he enjoyed in order that his wife might 
got suffer with him. 

Clarke invited his bride to a lake trip. 
While the ship was in a storm off Racine, 
Clarke plunged overboard. He was a strong 
gwimmer. He reached land and became 
known as “ Harry Harrie,” a nondescript 
hobo, and doer of odd jobs, silent on his past, 
Finally he became a laborer in an ice 
house. 

After four years’ fruitless search for his 
body from the lake, his wife secured a di- 
yoree as a safeguard, and wed another man. 

A few weeks ago Harry Harrie” com- 
municated with a brother in Los Angeles, 
on Thursday a week ago he died of an 
overdose of morphine in a hotel at Cudahy, 
Wis. The body was cremated yesterday, 
This is a synopsis of the story. The details 
follow. 

Came Here in 1901. 

Clarke came to Chicago from Cedar Rap- 
ide in 1901. In Iowa City and Cedar Rapids 
he left a profitable ice business, from which 
he had netted a comfortable income. In the 
former town he had lived with his first wife 
and three children. It now appears that was 
the last time he saw the children. It is be- 
lieved his first wife died some months pre- 
vious to that time. 

Clarke met and married Mies Margaret 
Knoblech. They lived in Chicago at 4806 
Calumet avenue. That was in the spring of 
1902. Clarke went into business as an opera- 
tor on the open board of trade. Sporting 
journals of that time carry accounts of his 
betting adventures at various racetracks. 
It appears, however, that he gave up all 
games of chance, other than the stock mar- 
ket, after settling down with his wife. On 
his dealings on change he is reputed to have 
made large sums. One deal netted him 
$05,000. However, he spent his money a 
fast as it came in. 


Told of Cancer on Face. 

In the midst of his business success Clarke 
went to a physician. The doctor told him 
frankly that he had a cancer of the face, and 
that it wasincurable. Clarke kept this fact 
from his wife, and still continued in business. 
Under the stress of worry because of his 
affliction he became addicted to morphine. 

On the night of June 30, 1902, Clarke and 


his wife boarded the steamer City of Fre- 


mont of the Barry line, bound for Milwan- 
kee. He had persuaded, her to take the trip. 
for his health. Five miles. out of Chicago 
the steamer ran into, a high gale. 

All the passengers were ordered to go 
below. Clarke and his wife left their seats 
on the deck and joined the passengers. They 
went to their stateroom. 

. Alittle later Clarke left the cabin, saying: 

“I feel sick, and will go up for a little air.“ 

Passenger Sounds Alarm. 

John Hammer, a passenger who had dis- 
obeyed the captain’s orders and braved the 
fury of the gale on the upper deck, later ran 

to a ship’s officer and said: 

I just saw a man jump overboard. I saw 
him astride of the port rail and tried to pre- 
vent him from jumping. He was too much 
for me. He broke loose and leaped into the 
water.“ 

A hat was found on the deck. In Milwau- 
kee it was identified as the one worn by 
Clarke. . 

Mrs. Clarke began wearing mourning in 
Milwaukee, believing her husband dead. 

Mrs. Clarke, hoping against hope, offered 
$100 reward for any information leading to 
the discovery of her husband's whereabouts 
er his body. 
in Wos she secured a divorce for her own 
protection. A charge of desertion was made 
and supported in court.

Maj. M. I. C. Funkhouser, second deputy 

superintendent of police, yesterday took a 

slap at some of the critics of the moving 

picture censorship bureau. At a luncheon 

at the Press Club of Chicago he intimated 

that some of the bitterness displayed against 

him recently was caused by his putting an | 
end to favoritism in the bureau. 

“The Universal Film company,“ he said, 
“used to have an easy time of it. I shall be 
charitable and say they had some of the 
former censors hypnotized: They got them 
to work Saturday afternoons and Sundays 
in order to pass on their pictures and in 
some instances I believe they wore leather 
glasses, 

At any rate, some pictures went out and 
complaints began to come in. We called in 
the pictures, and when they were found ob- 
jectionable we started to revoke the permits. 
Then the attacks on the bureau began.“ 


Says Public Backs Censors. 

He told of the white slave pictures that 
had been barred from production and said 
an eminent psychologist: had supported the 
bureau's rule against permitting children to 
gee scenes of crime and brutality. He esti- 
mated 600,000 citizens are in favor of the 
present methods of censorship and said let- 
ters and resolutions of indorsement had been 
received from scores of women's clubs, re- 
ligious societies, and other organizations. | 

He told his hearers he would not object to 
having them see many of the pictures that 
have been refused permits and that they 
were barred only because 40 per cent of the 
audiences in moving picture theaters are 
under 16.“ 

“The time is coming,” he said, when 
there will be two classes of theaters—one for 
adults and one for children—but as the law 
now stands we cannot classify the theaters 
in that way.“ 

In discussing vice Maj. Funkhouser ex- 
pressed a conviction that moral conditions in 
Chicago are better than in most of the large 
cities of the country.

In almost every case of 
this kind the city vote has been favorable, 
but frequently the people of the suburb 
have refused to be annexed. 

Two of the most important questions on 
the “little ballot” remain. The first—if 
answered affirmatively—will greatly en- 
large the powers of the Municipal court of 
Chicago, giving it jurisdiction in cases of 
felony, the more serious kinds of crime, 
and making it possible to bring a cuspect

HE last proposition provides that al- 
dermen and other city officials shall 
be elected for four year terms, instead of 
for two years, as, with the exception of 
the mayor, they are at present. The advo- 
cates of this measure arrue that it will 
make the members of the city council more 
independent. of the mayor than they are at 
present and that it will have other strong. 
points of advantage. It is understood that 
the’ Socialist party opposes this proposi- 
tion because it will make the aldermen less 
; responsive to public opinion, while the Pro- 
gressives are inclined.to favor it provided 
it can be joined to a provision for recall in 
case an alderman proves unsatisfactory to 
his constituents. 

It is possible that, as the result of a 
court order, the act enlarging the powers 
of the Municipa] court may be printed on

Woman Pleads for Justice. 

Addressing the court, Miss Richardson 
gaid: 

“Iam an art student, but I care more for 
gustice than for art. I firmly believe that 
when the nation has shut its eyes to justice 
and has allowed women who are fighting 
for justice to be maltreated and tortured 
guch action as mine should be understand- 
able. 

“The slow and premeditated murder of 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst is the ultimatum 
which has made necessary the recent acts 
of her followers. The nation seems to be 
dead or asleep, for we women have knocked 
vainly at the doors of ministers, bishops, 
and archbishops, and even of the king him- 
self. 

“JT know that you will sentence me. 1 
can stand only a few months’ torture, but my 
fate makes little difference. 


Mrs. Pankhurst Nearing Death? 

As Judge Wallace was about to pass sen- 
tence the following colloquy occurred: 

The Judge—If the picture had been de- 
stroyed no money could have replaced it. 

Miss. Richardson—Do you realize that no 
money can replace Mrs. Pankhurst She is 
being slowly killed. 

The Judge—You have pleaded guilty and 
brave gloried in your crime. It is my duty to

MAKES CHARGE IN HOUSE. 

Declares Over Million Acres Were 

Exchanged for Worth- 
less Tracts.“ 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Giffora 
Pinchot, former head of the federal forestry 
service, was charged in the house today by 
Representative Humphrey of Washington, 
Republican, with favoring, as chief forester, 
a government land exchange transaction 
with the Santa Fe railroad that was “the 
greatest and most outrageous looting of the 
public domain in our history.“ 

“I challenge any man to show,“ the Wash- 
ington member declared, that Mr. Pinchot 
cver protested against the steal under which 
the Santa Fé railroad received 1,200,000 
acres of the best public land in exchange for 
a like number of acres of untimbered and 
utterly worthless land, which was estimated 
by the railroad to be worth from 15 to 18 
cents an acre. 

Mr. Gifford Pinchot could see a man in 
Alaska if he cut a fishing pole, but he could 
not see the Santa Fe ratiroad getting 1,200,- 
000 acres at one time.“

If 
we decide to go out of business it must be 
with the unanimous consent of the board.”

REFUSE THE COUNTY BONDS. 

The women’s committee of one hundred 
on public affairs, which is made up from 
civic committees of a number of the most 
public spirited and influential women’s 
organizations of the city, has expressed 
itself with vigor and common sense on the 
situation in the county board. After 
voicing the disgust which not only its 
own well informed members but every 
decent man and woman of the community 
must feel for the vulgarity, ignorance, 
and unscrupulous spoilsmanship of the 
Hoyne-Bartzen-Burg public nuisance, the 
committee urges a refusal by the voters to 
approve the proposed $4,000,000 bond issue 
to be submitted at the coming election. 

Three years ago $3,000,000 was voted 
by the people to build a new county hos- 
pital. That work was undertaken by a 
Bartzen appointee, who planned and par- 
tially executed what from the standpoint 
not only of a decent economy but from 
that of modern hospital efficiency was a 
monstrosity. A gaudy facade with huge 
pillars and ornate ornamentation was pro- 
vided, in striking contrast to the sim- 
plicity and dignity of the buildings of 
the neighboring Presbyterian hospital. In 
the latter institution, which ranks as one 
of the great hospitals of the country, and 
in similar hospitals, scientific etticiency 
and economy rule the plans. Bartzen's 
monstrosity, while adding only about 300 
beds to the total accommodations of the 
county hospital facilities, included accom- 
modations for the warden, internes, and 
administrative officers on a scale of lux- 
ury comparable with that of the most 
luxurious hotels. In other words, the 
Haitebh-Haitch policy of taking care of 
your friends at the taxpayers’ expense was 
then expected to work out perfectly 
through Bartzen’s demoralization of the 
merit system, his foisting of political ap- 
pointees on the pay rolls, and his generous 
provision for their comfort and pleasure. 

President McCormick, after his election, 
appointed a commission to investigate the 
situation and a report was made showing 
the defects of the plans and indicating 
necessary changes. An architect of stand- 
ing, Mr. Schmidt of Schmidt, Garden & 
Martin, was appointed to superintend the 
changes, the luxurious quarters were cut 
down so that room for over 100 additional 
beds was gained, and other necessary alter- 
ations are under way, 

But the money wasted so recklessly 
under Bartzen ran out and the compro- 
mise budget just passed asks for a $4,U0U,- 
000 bond issue, $3,000,000 of the proceeds 
of which are to go to complete the hos- 
pital. 

If it could be certain that the work 
now proceeding under Mr. Schmidt would 
go on under him and that the new money 
would be expended under nonpolitical 
contracts, the extra $3,000,000 might be 
voted as a necessary part of the penalty the 
taxpayers of the county are paying for al- 
lowing the Haitch-Haitch machine to im- 
pose men like Bartzen, Burg, Ragen, and 
their associates upon the public. 

But there is no such certainty.. There 
is reason to believe that Schmidt would 
be displaced if the bond issue carries. 
And as to political contracts, Mr. Hoyne 
has advanced the theory that only a ma- 
jority of the board is required to let con- 
tracts for expenditures under the budget. 
If this contention is legal, the 84. 000, 00 
to be voted by the people will be in tne 
ame hands that wasted the first 33. 
000,000. 

The people of Cook county can afford 
to run no such risk. Next November, 
unless sigus fails, they wil] make a pretty 
clean sweep of the gang in the county 
board, and it will then be safe to vote 
a bond issue in April, 1915. 

At the coming election of April 5 the 
bond issue should be refused.

THE ALBANIAN FLAG.—The new Al- 
banian flag has made its first appearance in 
Vienna. The eagle, the principal heraldic 
emblem of the Aibanian arms, does not ap- 
pear on the flag, which differs from the 
prince’s banner in consisting of longitudinal 
stripes of red and black and red and white, 
with a five pointed star in the middle. 

IRISH PEASANT POET—Lord Dunsany 
claims to have discovered a new Irish poet 
in the person of one Francis Ledwidge, a 
native of Silane, County Meath, whose poetry, 
drawn mainiy from rural lite, has not, in 
Lord Dunsany's estimation, been equaled by 
any Irish poet since the days of Oliver Gold- 
smith.

SYMPATHETIC NERVOUS SYSTEM. . 


VERY structure in the body has 

nerves. Every nerve in the body 

connects into central. The nerves 

of such organs as the liver, kidney, 

lungs, and beart are known as the 
visceral nerves. They, too, connect into 
central. Whatever happens to them is 
telegraphed in over certain of these nerves, 
passes through two relay stations and fivally 
rings a bell at central; impulses start out 
from central, pass through at least two re- 
lays and finally deliver the message to the 
organ. 

As these nerves pass in and out they 
come in close contact with other nerves. 
In consequence we cau sometimes learn 
something about some obscure organ by 
some sign that is more frequently displayed. 
Sometimes we can treat some less easily 
reached organ by applying this same prin- 
ciple. That is one door that is opening in 
what appeared to be a a . wall. 


This sympathetic — is divided into 
at least two systems. Some of the com- 
ponent parts of these systems have been 
pretty well studied. The effects of action 
by these parts have been investigated, and 
medicines intluencing them have been ex- 
perimented with. That is the second door 
that is opening in this a-while-ago blank 
stone wall.

Probably you have noticed that in clean- 
ing your ears with a hairpin you caused a 
slight tit of coughing. When one introduces 
a match into the ear canal and presses on 
a certain point on the floor of the canal, he 
feels an irritation in his bronchial tubes, 
and a cough results. 

One of the causes of chronic, dry coughs 
is trouble in the external ear. The visceral 
nerves of the bronchial tubes have a nerve 
connection with the external ear. 

— 

The nose men discovered that in certain 
cases of asthma there were polypi in the 
nose. When these polypi were removed, 
the asthma got better. Then it was dis- 
covered that many cases of asthma got 
better if the nose was burned, though there 
seemed to be nothing wrong with the nose. 

At first they said the burning should be 
done at certain spots. Then it was found 
that burning at most any point would give 
results. ‘Lhe explanation is that there is 
a nervous connection between the visceral 
nerves of the lungs and the nose. 1

When there is disturbance with the 
nutrition, ulcers appear in or around the 
mouth. A frequent kind is the small 
apthous ulcer. The pain of this ulcershows 
that it is not an ordinary sore, that it is a 
neuralgic affair. (Shingles is the best 
known neuralgic sore.) There is a connec- 
tion between the visceral nerves of nutri- 
tion and the mouth.

M. J. R. writes: I was recently informed 
by an insurance physician that I havea bad- 
ly dilated and misplaced stomach. lam pain- 
fully thin and have, of course, muscle sag- 
ging. I do not know what it is to feel well 
or comfortable, but I must work. I havean 
inclination to keep my hand pressed on my 
stomach. I wear only a loose corset waist. 
Is there any sort of abdominal band that you 
could recommend? My stomach seems to 
have sagged about as far as it can get, and 
I need not tell you of the slow and poor di- 
gestion that I have, I am a woman of 40 
years. Can you give me any advice as to 
my diet? Should I benefit by going on a 
milk diet, either sweet or buttermilk, and 
swieback? Good food and fresh air do not 
seem to benefit me in the least. I have been 
in this condition for some time. What causes 
dilation of the stomach, and what follows? 
Am I to de a victim of cancer?” 

; REPLY. 

There is no great danger from cancer. The 
only result Hable to follow is persistent Ill health. 
Massage and exercise for the muscies of the 
abdominal wall would be more likely to help you 
than would dieting. If a band makes you com- 
fortable, wear it. Can you afiord a few months 
at some sanitarium?

G. A. H. writes: Will you please state 
if there is any cure, other than removal by 
an operation, of a polypus in the rectum? 
Is there any danger of cancer from one that 
is several years old, and which is uncom- 
fortable, but does not cause pain, because 
it is kept pushed back in the rectum?”

Any tumor is liable to be- 
come cancerous. Especially is this true if the 
tumor is located so that it gets in the way.

OL. SIR FRANCIS YOUNGHUS- 

BAND, due in New York from Liver- 

pool on board the Mauretania. is cred- 

ted with knowing more about the in- 

terior of Asia than any other man 
living, and was already famous as an ex- 
piorer when, just ten years ago, he won for 
himself a place in the pages of hisiory by suc- 
cessfully leading an armed expedition to the 
mysterious stronghold of Lhasa, capital of 
the hermit siate of Tibet, which until that 
time had been rigorously closed to the outer 
world. 

Every white man who had endeavored to 
penetrate into the country and to reach the 
holy city of Lhasa had either been killed 
or turned back Sir Francis first drew asice 
the thick veil by which Lhasa, and, indeed, 
all Tibet, had been concealed from view, and 
by forcing his way through in the face of 
almost insuperable obstacles and by eXact- 
ing not oniy reparation from the grand 
lama for Tibetan aitacks upon the frontier 
states of India, but by also concluding a 
treaty of friendship with that sacrosanct 
potentate, created a profound impression 
upon all those races and tribes of Asia which, 
professing various forms ot Bucdhism, re- 
garded Lhasa as the holy of holies, and the 
dalai lama not merely as their supreme pon- 
tiff but even in the light of a divinity. 


— 

Born in India within the sight of the Cash- 
mere mountains, Sir Francis belongs to a 
family the name of Which is one to con- 
jure with in England's great oriental em- 
pire. Both his father and grandfather dis- 
tinguished themselves as generals in those 
wars by means of which Great Britain es- 
tablisbed its mastery over India, and his 
brothers and cous:ns have achieved military 
and administrative renown there. 

His mother was the sieter of that Robert 
Shaw who was the first Englishman to cross 
the Himalayas. 

While serving as a captain of the First 
Dragoon guards in northern India he devoted 
himself to the task of exploration. he began 
in 1886 with Manchuria, and then made his 
memorable trip from Peking to India, cross- 
ing the Gobi desert. pushing through Turkes- 
tan to Kashgar, surmounting the Himalayas, 
including the 19,000 foot Mustagh pass, and 
finally reaching Cashmere. 

This unprecedenied feat led him be 
transferred to the Indian political depart- 
ment and secret service, as well as to the 
Indian staff corps, and from that time forth 
until retired in 1910 there was no British 
officer who was the object of more unremit- 
ting attention on the part of the Russian 
government than Frank Younghusband, 

* 

His first encounter with Lord Curzon was 
a curious one. In 1880, before George Na- 
thaniel Curzon had entered parliament, or 
before even he was thought of in connection 
with India, he read a paper before the Royal 
Geographical society in London on the sub- 
ject of the Pamirs, which he had recently 
visited. : 

George Curzon in those days, much more 
than in the present time, was inclined to be 
positive in his statements, to assume a 
knowledge of his subject superior to every 
one else. 

He had no sooner finished his address thine 
there arose from the benches a quiet looking 
man. wholly unknown to any one present, 
with a singularly soft and pleasant voice, of 
middie height, square jawed, with heavy 
eyebrows and mustaches, who proceeded to 
apply to George Curzon's paper in a simple 
manner a criticism sharpened and poinied 
at every turn with personal experiences, all 
the more scathing and severe because ft was 
spoken in a conversational tone, with slow, 
deprecatory gestures and without the alight- 
est passion or prejudice.

Sir Frank's last post in India was that of 
British resident of Cashmere, and if he was 
allowed to retire from the service without 
any additional honors it was because of che 
vigorous criticism to which he subjected the 
poiicy of the present administration in with- 
drawing its agenis from Lhasa and in sacri- 
ficing ail the advaniages and privileged posi- 
tion which he and Lord Curzon had secured 
in Tibet by means of his expedition to its 
capital. 

These sacrifices were made for the pur- 
pose of cementing British friendship with 
Russia, but the result has been unfortunate 

Englands withdrawal was regarded 
throughout Asia as a sign of weakness, and 
China took advaniage thereof to transform 
iis purely nominal suzerainty into effective 
sovereignty, converting Tibet into a Chinese 
province, and now maintains there a large 
body of troops. 

Whereas Sir Francis Younghusband’s 
treaty with the dalai lama had left Tibet as 
a friendly buffer siate between China and 
British India, China may now be said to be. 
thanks to its military occupation of Tibet, 
at the gates of British India. 

— 

Since his return to England Sir Francis, 
who has the gold medal of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society and honorary degrees from 
most of the universities of the United King- 
dom, has been Rede lecturer at Cambridge, 
has traveled extensively in South Africa, 
and written much about that part of the 
world. 

He is married to the widow of Col. the 
Hon. T. Vesey Dawson of the Coldstream 
guards, who inherited a large fortune from 
her father, the late Charles Magniao, M. P., 
the Lombard street banker. 

— 

A couple of years ago Sir Frank wae 
knocked down and run over by an automo- 
bile in Belgium while walking in the vicinity 
of the Spa, sustaining among other injuries 
a compound fracture of the thigh, to which 
congestion of the lungs supervened, his re- 
covery being in the nature almost of a mira- 
cle. 

That after escaping from extraordinary 
dangers in barbarous and unknown regions 
and in the numerous campaigns in which 
he participated he should have been over- 
taken by an utterly commonplace accident 
such as this at the Spa, is entirely in keeping 
with the lot of other equally famous ex- 
plorers. : 

Thus, John Speke, one of the discoverers 
of the source of the Nile, after the most hair- 
breadth escapes from death in central 
Africa, returned in safety and wholly unin- 
jured to England, only to be killed through 
an accidental discharge of his gun while out 
rabbit shooting in the neighborhood of Bath. 
There are at least a dozen other instances of 
the same kind that I could mention. 


Among the fellow 9 of Sir Frank 
Younghusband on board the Mauretania is 
the Hon. Bertrand Russell, only brother and 
next heir of Earl Russell, who enjoys the dia- 
tinction of having been the first candiéate to 
be put forward at a parliamentary election 
in England by the militant suffragists. He is 
a learned man, who, after a most distin- 
guished university career at Cambridge, has 
been for a number of years past a lecturer 
on higher mathematic, philosophy, and moral 
sciences at his alma mater, making his home 
at Cambridge. 

He has likewise been a lecturer on higher 
mathematics at Harvard and has an Amer- 
ican wife, a daughter of R. Pearsall Smith 
of Philadelphia.

The act of July 26, 1804, provides as follows: 

Any alien of the age of 21 years and upward 
who has enlisted or may enlist in the United 
States navy or marine corps, and has served or 
may hereafter serve five consecutive years in the 
United States navy or one enlistment in the United 
States marine corps. and has been or may hereafter 
be honorably discharged. shall be admitted to be- 
come a citizen of the United States upon his peti- 
tion, without any previous declaration of his in- 
tention to become such; and the court admitting 
such. alien shall, in addition to proof of zood mora] 
character, be satisfied by competent proof of such 
person's service in and honorable discharge trom 
tie United States navy or marine corps.”’ 

As the correspondent was discharged after serv- 
ing less than one year he did not serve a term 
of enlistment in the marine corps, and he must 
necessarily proceed under the general naturaliza- 
tion lew. He states that he arrived in the United 
States in 1908 and four years later obtained a 
declaration of intention. As a declaration of in- 
tention under the provisions of the present nat- 
uralization law is valid for the purpose of filing 
a petition for naturalization for a period of seven 
if he desires to use such declaration 
for the purpose of .naking a petition for naturalize- 
tion it must be used within seven years after the 
date it was filed, and he will be required to prove 
by two witnesses, citizens of the United States, 
that be has been a resident of the United States 
for a period of five years at least and that he has 
during that time beha ved as a man of good moral 
character, attached to the principles of the con- 
stitution of the United States, and is qualified in 
every way to be admitted a citizen.

Minor bequests providing annuities agere- 
gating $5,500 a year are made in favor of cer- 
tain relatives. There are no public bequests, 
Biltmore, Mr. Vanderbilt's world famous 
estate in North Carolina, is left to his daugh- 
ter, Cornelia, who is 12 years old. She 


also receives $5,000,000 in cash and is made 
residuary legates. 


Widow Gets $250,000 Cash. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, the widow, receives the 
estate at Bar Harbor, Me., the Vanderbilt 
home in Washington, $25,000 in cash, a life 
interest in a trust fund of $1,000,000, which 
she may dispose of at her death, as she sees 
fit, and part of the real estate in North Car- 
olina, known as Pisgah forest. 

Five million dollars, which goes to Cor- 
nelia, the daughter, is the principal of a 
trust fund held by George W. Vanderbilt 
under the will of his father, the late William 
H. Vanderbilt. : 


Daughter’s Yistate in Trust, 

The will provides that the executors shall 
hold the daughter’s ¢state in trust until she 
becomes 25 years of age. Until she is 21 she 
will receive only so much of the income asthe 
executors deem proper. 

Mr. Vanderbdilt’s valuable collection of 
paintings and books in his residences at Bilt- 
more, Washington, and Bar Harbor, go to his 
wife and daughter, who receive these estates. 

The famous Vanderbilt mansion at the 
corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty-first street, 
New York, was the property of George Van- 
derbilt only during his lifetime. 

The house, which is valued at a million and 
a half, was built by William H. Vanderbilt, 
and by the terms of his will reverts to Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, George's nephew.

down to a fine polish. Then they need no other 
care than dusting regularly and should muddy 
footprints deface them, wipe with a damp 
cloth, Lay rugs down where there is most 
passing back and forth and teach the children 
to walk upon the rugs. To clean your waxed 
floors use a “petticoated” broom daily. The 
straws of an unprotected broom will scratch 
the surface in time. Wipe mud stains with a 
flannel wrung out in lukewarm water to 
which has been added a little crude linseed 
oil. The cloth must be damp, not wet. Let 
it dry without rubbing. Above all, do not let 
the housemaid dash water, mixed with kero- 
sene, over the boards. You would not let her 
treat a waxed table in that way. Manage 
your floors as daintily.

He said he made a contract with Rear 
Admiral Bowles, retired, president of the 
| company, for the fee, and that he had ex- 
pected to receive $4,000 additional as a con- 
tingent fee. He had asked for the payment 
of this amount after the bill became a law. 
but the Fore River company declined to pay 
it and he did not press the matter. 


Never Sought $4,000 Promised. 

De Knight admitted that his contract was 
based on a certain form of legislation that 
would enable the Fore River company to get 
contracts for building additional ships and 
that he assumed that the reason the company 
declined to pay was that it was not satisfied 
with the form the legislation finally took. 

De Knight testified that he knew of no 
organized effort to make a fight against the 
repeal of the toll exemption clause, and de- 
nied specifically that he had written any 
letters or had had any conferences looking 
to an organized movement to fight the repeal 
of the canal tolls exemption legislation. 

The attorney explained his former official 
relations with public men, He said heat one 
time was a secretary to Senator A. P. Gor- 
man, later clerk of the committee on naval 
affairs; and for a time was private secretary 
e the first assistant postmaster general. 
|” He testified that from time to time he had 
gent out a limited amount of congressional

It is possible that the committee will ask 
congress to pass a law prohibiting corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce from 
discriminating against members of labor 
unions in the employment of workers.

Gunmen—The conduct of the gu 
hired by the companies during the strike 
outrageous and frequently criminal.

Peonage—Miners were imported to 
take the places of strikers and held un 
conditions virtually constituting peonege, 
it is doubtful that the federal law was Mo- 
lated. 

Malls— Access to postoffices by strik- 
ers was prevented in some cases and 
miners were assaulted while seeking to get 
their mail, but there was no general inte 
ence with the mails. A law should be enacted 
prohibiting the location of postoffices on cor- 
poration premises. 

Immigration—The companies have 
employed a large number of invmigrants, but 
these men were hired in this country, and the 
testimony showed no violation of the contract 
labor law. 

Moyer—About 100 members of the 
Citizens’ alliance were involved in the plot re- 
sulting in the assault on and deportation of 
President Moyer of the Western Federation 
of Miners, but inasmuch as the mob did not 
actually take Moyer over the state line the

Wall Street Again Dominates 
Market; General Support 
Is Withdrawn. 


Market conditions east and west are dom- 
inated by uncertainty. The early year en- 
thusiasm has worn off and there have been 
no developments to excite hopefulness or the 
imagination. General business 
preted at the banks is irregular, there being 
activity in some lines and marked dullness 
in others. Meanwhile the accumulation of 
idle funds reflects an actual condition and not 
an expression of sentiment. 

The large interests in Wall street are again 
in ascendency because of the withdrawal of 
general support of the market on the part of 
the public, and Wall street has for many 
months lacked enthusiasm over the business 
and market outlook. 

A further factor, the importance of which 
eannot be minimized apparently, is the fixed 
belief in Wall street that the railroads of the 
country should have an advance in rates. 
The obsession on this point of the eastern 
financial interests permeates their daily view, 


Bankers Want Rate Increase. 

Since the railroads are now managed by 
dankers, in the sense that the latter direct 
railroad policies, the importance of increased 
revenues appeals specially to them, for their 
business is dealing in money and credit, rath- 
er than planning an increased volume of 
traffic. Their one idea of the manner in which 
te increase income is to raise rates, and if 
the situation were such that there could be 
no controversy on this point, the banker 
would still be more deeply affected than other 
interests in the property, since his concern ig 
twofold. 

The Mexican situation is immediate and 
direct in its effect upon stock movements, 
Other operating causes lie in fixed conditions, 
but the possibility of intervention is one of 
daily changing phases.
